CHICAGO. Dec. 26.— The most im­ 
mediate task 
of 
national signifi­ 
cance confronting the recently or­ 
ganized national drainage congress, 
is the selection of" a president. The 
reclamation of 75,000,000 acres of 
swamp lands is a gigantic project; 
from what section of the country will 
he home who shall head the organi­ 
zation Which shall urge the matter 
upon congress and the nation 
When the congress was organized 
and held its first session in Chicago 
during the nineteenth national irri­ 
gation congress, the office of presi­ 
dent was left unfilled. Edmund T. 
Perkins of Chicago, president of the 
American reclamation federation, and 
chairman of the organization meet­ 
ing, was offered the presidency but 
he declined, stating that the con­ 
gress needed in that place a man of 
national reputation, independent of 
any and all business considerations, 
unhampered by politics or business 
necessities. Mr. Perkins was elects 
first vice president and is the acting 
president of the congress. 
Colonel E. J. Watson, 
commis­ 
sioner of agriculture, commerce and 
industries of South 
Carolina, 
was 
also nominated for the presidency, 
but he asked that his name be with­ 
drawn for the same reason mention­ 
ed by Mr. Perkins and because his 
duties as a state official of South 
Carolina would not allow him the 
time necessary to satisfactorily fill 
the position. Col. Watson was named 
as second vice president. 
The 
names 
suggested 
to 
the 
committee as presidential possibili­ 
ties were Senator F. M. Simmons of 
North Carolina, John M. Parker of 
New Orleans, 
Edward 
Wisner of 
New Orleans, Pearl Wight of New 
Orleans, George Maxwell of the Pitts­ 
burg flood commission. Senator Wil­ 
liams of Mississippi, Speaker Champ 
Clark of Missouri, etc. 
The drainage question as related 
to the public health will be given a 
prominent part in the work of the 
congress, and the federal congress 
will be urged to create a national 
commission to make surveys, esti­ 
mates of cost and work out a com­ 
prehensive plan of drainage in co­ 
operation with the various 
states. 
Because of the fact that the swamp 
areas are breeding places for disease, 
and their reclamation is as much a 
m atter of public health as of agri­ 
cultural gain, Mr. Knight and Col. 
Watson suggested Col. William C. 
Gorgas, U. S. A., In charge of sani­ 
tation in the canal zone, for third 
vice president, subject to his accept­ 
ance and the approval of the secre­ 
tary of War. Col. Gorgas* advice and 
counsels, it was stated, would be in­ 
valuable in working out the drain­ 
age task. His decision is not yet 
known. 
The nineteenth 
irrigation 
con­ 
gress, at its session 
in 
Chicago, 
adopted a resolution calling upon 
the federal congress to appoint a na­ 
tional drainage commission. Presi­ 
dent Fowler of th a t congress stated 
that the drainage movement would 
have his support and the support of 
all irrigation men and patriotic citi­ 
zens. Prof. Sprague 
of 
California 
made similar statements. 
The third national drainage con­ 
gress will be held in Charleston, S. 
C.. in January or February, 1913, 
concurrent with the holding of tbs 
national corn show at Columbia, in 
that state.
